a week for one year, Leon County Public

Works will plant the tree anywhere between your house and any publicly-
maintained road. To have a tree planted on your property between
February and March 2016, simply fill out an application online at www.
LeonCountyFL.gov/AdoptATree and place a wooden stake at the
desired location. Public Works staff will then plant the tree as close to
the designated area as possible. One tree per household per year will be
planted.

The application deadline is Saturday, January 31, 2016.
